watching his elders perform against 
players he could easily beat is going to 
help a young player develop into Davis 
Cup caliber. I am certain that Billy Tal- 
bert has enough tennis sense to size up 
the quality of the opposition in each 
successive tie and to decide whether it 
is better to name Seixas or Flam, for 
example, than Giammalva or MacKay. 
But to believe that only Seixas or Flam 
can beat their Canadian, Cuban or Mexi- 
can opponents is merely one way of say- 
ing to the youngsters, “You were just 
taken along for the ride.” 

Of course, “Pebo” Gardner, I have 
not forgotten the Wrights nor the 
Wrenns. Not mentioning them was 
merely an oversight. All the “players 
more familiar than the present group” 
will eventually appear to please you. 

It was interesting to note that Mr. 
John Erlebach of Beckenham, Kent, is 
likely to take up my challenge on the 
Open Tournament question. Indeed, it 
would be a simplification just to desig- 
nate “players” rather than “amateurs” 
or “professionals,” but I am sure Mr. 
Erlebach recognizes, as do I, that to get 
any change in the regulations through 
the ILTF, it will take concerted effort 
on the part of all those who wish to do 
away with hypocrisy. 

As to the comment of Mr. Eidelman 
of Hollywood, California, about Bundy 
and McLoughlin, I have already an- 
swered him directly, pointing out that I 
saw the match in question and stand by 
my interpretation of the result rather 
than that of the New York newspapers 
to which Mr. Eidelman refers.

For close to fifty years I have harped 
on the great difference in the technique 
of the singles game as contrasted with 
doubles. My friends politely agreed, but 
I suspected many did so with unex- 
pressed reservations. At last we have 
conclusive evidence which | believe 
bears me out completely. 

Close observers have known that al- 
though Gledhill was outranked by Vines, 
he held his end up in their doubles part- 
nership. The same was true as to Budge 
and Mako, as well as Trabert and 
Seixas. Lott and Stoefen played as part- 
ners but each was far better in doubles 
than in singles, and for two years they 
were unbeatable by any combination in- 
cluding those who outranked them in 
singles. Then came the pro tour in 1953 
in which Kramer won by a healthy mar- 
gin from Sedgman and Segura out- 
classed McGregor, yet at the end of a 
long string of doubles matches Kramer 
and Segura were exactly tied in matches 
won with Sedgman and McGregor. That 
was very strong evidence to support my 
view. 


The current pro tour furnishes eyj- 
dence which is definitive. Gonzales js 
well ahead of Trabert in matches won 
(although almost all were very close) 
and Segura has won with almost mo. 
notonous regularity from Hartwig (most 
of those matches were very one-sided), 
In doubles this is exactly reversed, Tra- 
bert and Hartwig being far ahead of 
Gonzales and Segura. At long last the 
evidence attesting the correctness of my 
opinion is unmistakable.

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PASSING SHOTS 


THE CASE FOR A 
WOMEN'S DAVIS CUP TEAM

man Cup from the United States 

in 1930. From 1937 to 1955 the 
record was so dismal for the challeng- 
ers—they managed to win just eight 
matches in all those years—that it 
seemed justifiable when the series was 
removed from the stadium at Forest 
Hills to the Westchester Country Club 
in Rye, New York, and from the Cen- 
ter Court at Wimbledon to Court No. 1, 
where the gallery turnout would not be 
so noticeably small and expenses could 
be considerably reduced. 

It is hard to remember how exciting 
the series of seven matches, played al- 
ternately in the United States and Eng- 
land, sometimes were in spite of occa- 
sional one-sided scores; and it becomes 
increasingly obvious that the “shot in 
the arm” women’s team tennis needs is 
an opening of the gates to international 
competition similar to the Davis Cup 
competition for men. Many memorable 
matches were played in the first thirteen 
years of Wightman Cup competition, 
and I recall crowded stadiums and no 
certainty on either side that victory was 
a foregone conclusion. 

In August, 1923, the stadium at For- 
est Hills had been completed and the 
honor of playing in the enclosure for 
the first time went to the Wightman Cup 
teams. For it was in that year that Mrs. 
Hazel Wightman, a great national and 
international tennis champion, donated 
the cup that bears her name. It was 
originally hoped that the cup might be 
presented for international competition, 
but at the time the French champion, 
Suzanne Lenglen, who had been for 
many years the leading woman player 
in the world, indicated she would 
not be interested in being a member of 
her country’s team. It was said, then, 
that she had no wish to cross swords 
annually with Helen Wills, whom she 
was to meet and defeat only once at the 
Carleton Club in Cannes in 1926. It was 
finally decided to limit the matches to 
the series between the United States and 
England. 

On the historic occasion of the first

meeting of the teams, Helen Wills, 
Molla Mallory and Eleanor Goss repre- 
sented the United States in singles; Mrs. 
Wightman and Eleanor Goss, and Mrs. 
Mallory and Helen Wills in doubles. 
The English had a redoubtable team— 
Kathleen McKane, who was to defeat 
Helen Wills the following year in the 
Wimbledon final and become England’s 
first champion of the world since World 
War I; Mrs. Clayton, Mrs. Beamish 
and Mrs. Covell, all with championship 
records. Tke United States won the cup, 
but the 7-0 score was certainly un- 
expected. 

The next year, when the matches were 
played on the Center Court at Wimble- 
don, England trimmed us 6-1, Mrs. 
Wightman and Helen Wills winning the 
lone point in doubles. Mrs. Covell beat 
Helen Wills and Mrs. Mallory; Kitty 
McKane repeated the victories and Mrs. 
Beamish defeated Eleanor Goss. Our 
second doubles team of Marion Jessup 
and Eleanor Goss lost to Mrs. Covell 
and one of England’s best doubles 
players, Mrs. Shepherd-Barron. 

If anyone thought that the one-sided 
defeat of our team was due to Eng- 
land’s challenging on home ground, he 
changed his mind when England beat 
us the following year at Forest Hills, 
4-3. Helen Wills, accounting for two 
singles wins, had her revenge against 
Kitty McKane in a long three-set match, 
and Molla Mallory beat a newcomer to 
the team from overseas, Joan Fry. It was 
the doubles losses that decided the 
series, after Eleanor Goss was defeated 
by a seven-times Wimbledon champion, 
Mrs. Lambert Chambers, in the third 
singles. 

The English repeated their victory 
against the United States in 1928 and 
1930, their last winning year. It was in 
this year that Helen Wills Moody and 
I were asked to play the first doubles 
together. Neither of us wanted to team 
up because we knew that two good sin- 
gles players don’t necessarily make a 
successful team, and we were both left 
court doubles players by preference. 
However, the team manager insisted that 
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we play together. We lost the deciding 
match in three hard-fought sets against 
England’s best combination, Kitty 
McKane Godfree and Mrs. Holcroft 
Watson. 

] first became a member of the United 
States Wightman Cup team in 1927. My 
position was third singles. Only one 
match is played in this position, and it 
was a foregone conclusion that I would 
meet Betty Nuthall. We were called the 
“babies” of our respective teams. I was 
eighteen and Betty was sixteen. There 
was a considerable amount of interest in 
our match, even though it was generally 
conceded that between Helen Wills and 
Mrs. Mallory, the series was safe for 
the United States. We won 5-2 without 
my help, for Betty defeated me in three 
sets. I had my revenge against her in 
the matches at Wimbledon the following 
year when the American team again 
won, 4-3, and in 1929 when Betty moved 
up to second place on her team as I 
had on mine. In this year she fought 
Helen Moody to 8-6, 8-6 after she had 
fought me to 7-5, 8-6 before bowing out. 
The caliber of Betty’s game was proven 
in 1930 when she won the American 
championship. Although Helen Moody 
and I did not play in the tournament 
this year, the competition was by no 
means easy. 

New English players who afterwards 
came on the scene, notably Dorothy 
Round in 1931, who was later twice a 
Wimbledon winner, and Phyllis Mud- 
ford, who preceded her by a year and 
was as good in doubles as singles, pre- 
vented the American victories from be- 
ing a rout until 1937. 


One of the closest series ever played 
was in 1936, the second year that I cap- 
tained the team. After the first day of 
play we were down 1-2. Marjorie Van 
Ryn (now Mrs. Buck and non-playing 
captain of several American teams) and 
Caroline Babcock, our third singles 
player, had given us our only point in 
the doubles. Opening the second day of 
play, I lost to Dorothy Round and we 
were 1-3 down. Sarah Palfrey Fabyan 
(now Mrs. Danzig), who had lost to 
Dorothy Round on the opening day, de- 
feated Kay Stammers, who had beaten 
me on the first day and we were 2-3. 
Although we were still in the game, none 
of us really expected Babcock to beat 
} Mary Hardwick, an experienced and 
very steady player; but she did, in three 
unforgettable sets, on sheer will power. 
Then we had our big chance. 


I don’t think that Sarah and I, who 
had won our third American doubles 
championship in 1935, ever fought 
harder than we did against England’s 
fine doubles team of Kay Stammers and 
Freda James to win at 7-5 in the third 
set. It decided the series for the United 
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States and it was the last real contest on 
points. 

Even an English victory this year 
would not alter the fact that open inter- 
national team competition would create 
more interest in the distaff side of the 
game. In the round of sixteen at Wim- 
bledon in June, 1955, aside from the 
American and English women in the sin- 
gles, were: Josepha de Riba (Spain), 
Susan Chatrier (France), Jennifer 
Staley Hoad (Australia), Susan Koer- 
moczi (Hungary), Beryl Penrose (Aus- 
tralia), Heather Brewer (Bermuda) and 
Hazel Redick-Smith (South Africa). 

There are undoubedly players from

these countries who can join their cham- 
pions and make up teams that would 
give the necessary stimulus to women’s 
international competition and brjng the 
matches back to crowded stands. 

If this should happen, I foresee a 
great surge of interest and enthusiasm 
among the junior girl players in this 
country. What one of them wouldn’t 
want to work to win the badge that 
would be the counterpart of the Davis 
Cup team members? I think I know 
how they would work because it was 
more important to me to earn the Wight- 
man Cup insigne than to win the cham- 
pionship of the United States.

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MARRIED MAIDENS 


After Taking Their Vows, Their Names 
Are Lost In The Record Books

The year is 1950. An Australian and a Frenchman are 
sitting on the terrace of the Monte Carlo Country Club. They 
are looking out over the red courts to the blue Mediterra- 
nean beyond. They are sipping cooling drinks after a hard 
three-set match. They are talking. Not of the cold war, not 
of a new novel—not even of the match going on below. No, 
they are speaking of tennis—old-time tennis—of the brave 
days of Bill Tilden and Helen Wills. The Frenchman picks 
up a tennis guide from a table nearby and turns to the roll 
of champions. 

“Do you suppose there will be ever another two as great 
as these?” he asks. “Tilden won the American championship 
seven times and the British three times. Helen won in Eng- 
land eight times and in her own country seven times more.” 

“You’re right about Tilden,” answers the Australian, a lad 
in his twenties. “But I think you’re wrong about Miss Wills. 
I have all the records of the All-England on the tip of 
my tongue and I’d be willing to bet she only won three times 
at Wimbledon.” 

It is not fantastic to imagine that such a conversation 
might take place today. Even those of us who are close to the 
days of Helen Wills and know that she became Mrs. F. S. 
Moody would probably never guess that the “Miss C. 
Cooper” who won the Wimbledon title in 1895, 1896 and 
1898 is the same person who won again as Mrs. Sterry in 
1901 and 1908. 

Counting from Sphairistike and Major Walter Clopton 
Wingfield, lawn tennis is only just over 83 years old. There 
may be a few still living in England who were spectators 
at the first Wimbledon or who saw some of the famous 
players of the 80s. But, as the years pass, there will be no 
more. of these pioneers. So, unless one wishes to search 
through the files in the British Museum, he will never know 
that several women whose married names he reads on the 
roll of honor at Wimbledon also won as maidens. With the 
passage of time, these hallowed records will become mean- 
ingless for our descendants. 

Mary Hardwick, a professional now, will never need to 
worry that her married name of Mrs. Charles E. Hare will 
be affixed to any amateur championship. But she has 
sounded a trumpet call to her sex to see to it that the old 
records are adjusted and those to come written correctly by 
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The great Molla Mallory (formerly Miss Bjurstedt), eight times

refusing to be known, in tennis circles, as anything but 
Mary Hardwick. 

Lest you may think we are over-emphasizing, let us ex- 
amine the Wimbledon roll of honor. From 1884 to 1955 
there have been 26 different names listed as Lady Champion. 
But do you know that five of these won under two names? 
Miss Bingley is the same person as Mrs. Hillyard (6 times 
champion) ; Miss Douglass is also Mrs. Chambers (7 times 
champion) ; Miss Cooper is also Mrs. Sterry (5 times cham- 
pion); Miss McKane is also Mrs. Godfree (twice cham- 
pion); and Miss Wills is also Mrs. Moody (8 times cham- 
pion). These five, as a matter of fact, are the only married 
women who ever won the English title except Mrs. Larcombe 
(Ethel Thomson) who never won under her maiden name. 

But let us not be too harsh with our British cousins. Amer- 
ican records are not altogether spotless. Our Woman’s Cham- 
pionship started in 1887 and from that year to 1955 we have 
had 30 different names on our roll. However, only three 
won under both maiden and married names: Mrs. Wight- 
man (Miss Hotchkiss) 4 times champion; Mrs. Mallory 
(Miss Bjurstedt) 8 times champion; and Mrs. Moody (Miss 
Wills) 7 times champion. We have also had three cham- 
pions, Mrs. Wallach, Mrs. Cooke and Mrs. DuPont, who 
never won under their maiden names. 

Mention of Mrs. Cooke (now Mrs. Danzig) brings to light 
the curious fact that dainty little Sarah won the women’s 
doubles and also the mixed doubles under three names; 
first as Sarah Palfrey, then as Mrs. Fabyan and finally as 
Mrs. Cooke. In her case at least, no one could fail to make 
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the proper connection as her maiden name is used as part 
of her married name in each instance. But who but a clair- 
yoyant would know that Mrs. George W. Wightman is iden- 
tical with Miss Hazel V. Hotchkiss or Mrs. Franklin I. Mal- 
lory with Miss Molla Bjurstedt? And the connection be- 
tween Miss Helen N. Wills and Mrs. Helen W. Moody is 
tenuous. 

In July, 1935, George Hillyard in a letter to the writer 
said: “For many years the South of England championships 
at Eastbourne was, next to Wimbledon, the largest and most 
important tournament in England. My wife won the singles 
at Eastbourne no less than 12 times, a record that has never 
been approached in this country nor, I should imagine, in 
the world. Incidentally, my wife won it first in 1885 and last

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in 1905, during which period she had three children.” 

Ah yes, indeed, that is a record to be proud of, but the 
books do not show it. In 1885 and 1886 it was Miss Bingley, 
not Mrs. Hillyard, who won. What a grave injustice to a 
charming and outstanding champion. 

Will our present day girl players join this crusade? The 
Misses Brough, Fry, Hard, Arnold or Mitchell may be our 
married champions of tomorrow. If Barbara, for example, 
should end up, like Mrs. Hillyard, with twelve champion- 
ships and three children, would she like to have one of her 
grandsons climb on her knee and tell her he had looked in 
the record books and couldn’t find twelve titles there? Per- 
ish the thought. Let our girls insist that, if and when they 
win titles as married women, their names go in the records 
thus: Helen N. Wills (Moody). No Miss or Mrs. ever. Just 
the maiden name, followed by the married name in paren- 
theses. 

Perhaps I have ruined my chance of leading such a cru- 
sade by calling Miss Breit “Barbara”. At least that is what 
Harry Scrivener chided me about one time when he wrote: 
“Girls (of his day) were never called by their Christian 
names by people who were strangers to them, includin« 
journalists! If you had gone up to Mrs. Hillyard and called 
her ‘Blanche’ she would have given you a thick ear which 
you would have spent several days in trying to forget. There 
was perhaps some excuse for ‘Lottie’ Dod because she wes 
such a child but her mother objected strongly to her daugh- 
ter, Miss Charlotte Dod, being described as ‘Lottie’ and 
that is one of the reasons why lawn tennis saw much less 
of her than it should have done.” 

Forgive my impertinence then, Barbara, but what are you 
and the other girls going to do about this Palfrey-Fabyan-

THE ITALIAN CHAMPIONSHIPS 


Lewis Hoad and Althea Gibson Win Singles Titles 


The Italian Championships began in 
a downpour and ended in a heatwave. 
No one could practice the first few days 
except on sodden courts between show- 
ers, but as the meeting progressed the 
sun peeped through, and by the finals 
the spectators were sweltering in shirt 
sleeves. 

This year’s championship was notable 
for the over-all superiority of Lew Hoad, 
confirming four years of promise in 
which his talent was mainly displayed 
in doubles and in a few outstanding 
Davis Cup matches. He defeated Sven 
Davidson in the finals, playing incredi- 
ble tennis with such nonchalance that 
one wondered whether he was aware of

what he was doing. Sven was in the 
match only in the first set when he had 
several set points at 5-4. When he lost 
the set, he also lost his morale. Theze 
was only one player on the court 
thereafter, for Hoad carried off the 
match, 9-7, 6-2, 6-0. 

An early upset was Nicola Pietran- 
geli’s loss to Steffan Stockenberg. The 
former arrived late from Florence, but 
even so his undisputed class should have 
pulled him through, for though Steffan 
is determined and patient, he lacks 
Nicola’s talent. Pietrangeli is without 
question one of the potentially great 
players in the game today. Strokes are 
almost too easy for him so that not 


enough effort is made to establish con- 
centration. ° 

There were other surprises in the 
tournament. Jaroslav Drobny, who lost 
to Kurt Nielsen, is obviously no longer 
the player he was. Having achieved his 
big goai of winning the world cham- 
pionship, some of the “bite” has gone 
out of his game. Budge Patty was not 
at his best this week. He had a tough 
early round against Don Candy, made 
even tougher when his first serve monot- 
onously hit the net. His match against 
Ayala was closer than the score ,indi- 
cates despite the final set tally of 6-0. 
He was beaten in the semi-final by 
Davidson when he lost several key -

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points that could easily have gone the 
other way. His arm has been giving him 


a great deal of trouble and the injury 
tends to take the sting out of his big 
service. 

The Hungarians did amazingly well, 
for they get no outside competition from 
one year to another and are only per- 
mitted to travel to a possible two tourna- 
ments a season. Josef Asboth showed 
flashes of his former vigor by putting 
out Abe Segal in four sets. Suzie Ko- 
ermoczi, Hungary’s lovable little champ, 
upset everyone’s calculations by reach- 
ing the finals. On the way she accounted 
for Sylvana Lazzarino, Pat Ward and 
Angela Buxton. In 1948, just before the 
Iron Curtain rang down on Hungary, 
she beat Rihbany, Fry and Hart. One 
can only regret those seven important 
years in a great player’s life. 

Althea Gibson dominated the women’s 
division just as she has since her arrival 
in Europe. Her only losses have been to 
Angela Mortimer in Scandinavia and 
Egypt. She is unquestionably very tal- 
ented, and it will be interesting to see 
what happens when the top American 
contingent arrives and whether she will 
have it quite as much her own way as 
she hopes. 

Little Jean Forbes, the 16-year old 
South African who created such a furore 
last year by getting to the finals of 
Queens, beat Nicla Migliori, the Italian 
champ, but lost to the greater experience 
of Barbara Davidson. One does not feel 
she has made much progress over the 
last year, and unless she learns to move 
better, she will never become a cham- 
pion. Chiara Ramorino, a “first ten” 
Italian player, beat Darlene Hard in 
three sets in the second round. It is diff- 
cult even for so brilliant a player to 
win consistently when she is so un- 
steady. 

The men’s doubles was won by 
Drobny and Hoad without the loss of 
a set. Australia triumphed in the wo- 
men’s doubles, with Thelma Long and 
Mary Hawton winning over Angela Bux- 
ton and Darlene Hard. Mrs. Hawton is 
a newcomer to the European circuit and 
a sound tennis player. 

The organization of the champion- 
ships was quite good, and there is one 
detail in particular that bears repeat- 
ing. All the linesmen sit on raised boxes 
and they all wear the same yellow hats!

THE INTERCOLLEGIATE SEASON 


U. M. Is Outstanding

The 1956 University of Miami team 
is the best I have ever had, and after 
the great unbeaten team of 1950, that’s 
a statement I never thought I’d make. 
The Hurricanes have not lost a match 
since 1952, when their unbeaten streak 
was ended by the University of Texas. 
Eleven of their 1956 victories were 
shut-outs, and five of these teams 
Florida, Rollins, Yale, Harvard and 
North Carolina—came into the matches 
with undefeated records. 

The Hurricanes’ 70-odd winning 
streak is the more remarkable in that 
no full tennis scholarships are given, 
they have no suitable courts of their 
own, and the team members are not 
eligible to play in the National Inter- 
collegiates since the school is on pro- 
bation because of football violations. 
The team members have to settle for

tuition, two ‘rooms for everybody and 
a portion of their meals. They must 
travel 24 miles to Flamingo Park every 
day to practice, and with traffic the 
way it is, that’s pretty nerve-wracking. 
But what hurts the kids most is the fact 
that they are not eligible for the NCAA 
championships. I don’t see how one 
of our boys could have helped but win 
the national title both last year and this. 
But playing at Miami has its ad- 
vantages. Our boys played in seven 
major tournaments last spring without 
losing time from classes but once, since 
the tournaments are right in our back 
yard. That gave me the opportunity to 
watch them under match play conditions 
and to see their mistakes. Few schools 
can match our weather and long season. 
Then, too, there is-no selfishness among 
the players. You should see the way 
they root for one another. When one 
player is going bad, everybody suffers. 





Alternating in the number one spot 
this year were Captain Al Harum and 
Johann Kupferburger, both of whom 
jointly rank No. 1 in Florida. Johann 
is No. 18 in the national rankings and 
Al is rated 26th. In the No. 3 spot on 
the team is Allen Quay, ranked 35th 
nationally; Dave Harum, No. 27, is 
fourth; the fifth squad member, Ed 
Rubinoff, was not ranked nationally 
last year because of a shoulder injury, 
yet he beat Eddie Moylan, No. 5 in 
the country, in the Good Neighbor 
Championships; the aggressive-playing 
Larry Schaffer is sixth on the team. 
Two of the team members (Al Harum 
and Schaffer) are seniors, three (Kup- 
ferburger, Dave Harum and Rubinoff) 
are juniors, and one (Allen Quay) is 
a sophomore. Prospects for next year 
are Dick Walsh, Tom Wright, Andres 
Donnadieu and Wayne Pearce. 

In college singles this year, Quay, 
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Rubinoff and Schaffer went unbeaten. 
Kupferburger and Al Harum together 
lost three matches, all to the same play- 
er. Allen Morris of Presbyterian beat 
Johann twice and Al once. Only Pres- 
byterian and Princeton managed to win 
three of the nine matches against the 
Hurricanes. 

Miami has lost only one match in the 
last eight years, and that when the 
University of Texas beat the Hurricanes 
4-3. It broke the longest winning streak 
in the history of American college 
sports—83 successive victories in 1950. 
The current series of wins was almost 
ended two years ago when Rollins led 
in the deciding match. Later that year, 
against Yale, the score was 4-all in 
matches and a set apiece in the decid- 
ing doubles. Reynaldo Garrido and Bo 
Anderson were down 3-5, 15-40 and 
two match points before pulling that 
one out! If the Miami winning streak 


} continues next year, we will be able to 


top our own record in 1957. 


UCLA Tops Pacific Coast 
Conference

This was the “Year of Sophomores” 
in our conference. The first five po- 
sitions on the championship UCLA 
team were filled by sophomores Mike 
Franks, Mike Green, John Lesch, John 
Cranston and Franklin Johnson. UCLA’s 
depth was further exemplified by Joe 


Blatchford, a three-year letterman and 
the Bruin captain, who was relegated 
to the sixth singles position. These six 
players were hard pressed for their 
positions by three-year letterman Craig 
Garman and two-year letterman Dwight 


Makoff. 
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USC was led by the powerful Peruvi- 
an sophomore, Alex Olmedo, Ojai Inter- 
collegiate champ, who paired with 
Pancho Contreras to give the Trojans 
a big one-two punch in both singles 
and doubles. They were ably supported 
by Joaquin Reyes and Yves Lemaitre 
at the three and four positions. Stan- 
ford, with sophomore Jack Douglas at 
No. 1 and senior Jack Frost at No. 2, 
had their strongest top duo in recent 
years. However, their depth was not 
strong enough to threaten seriously for 
the title. California, with smooth strok- 
ing Lorin Dennison and always danger- 
ous Emory Summers, also suffered from 
lack of depth. 

During the past years, the PCC 
Southern Division teams have domi- 
nated the NCAA team competition. Once 
again indications are that the rest of 
the nation will have to stop the PCC 
representatives in the National Inter- 
collegiate Championships at Kalamazoo. 
UCLA, with Franks, Green, Lesch and 
Cranston, and USC, led by Olmedo 
and Contreras, figure to be the two top 
threats for National team honors. 

The University of Washington’s 
Huskies, coached by Windy Langlie 
and led by senior Doyle Perkins, con- 


tinued their domination of the PCC 
Northern Division. The University of 
Redlands, coached by Jim Verdieck, 
was again the outstanding team among 
small colleges in Southern California. 
Redlands won the Southern California

Over a period 
of nearly three years, Texas at this 
point had won some 96 straight matches 
without losing one in conference play. 
But Baylor stepped in and, by playing 
their best man, Ed White, at No. 2, took 
the second singles. Ed _ thoroughly 
deserved his victory over Snyder as he 
played beautiful tennis. Texas beat 
Baylor 5-1 after Kamrath-Russo were 
down five match points in the No. 2 
doubles against White and Walker. 

These results set the stage for the 
Texas-SMU match. The latter needed 
a 5-2 victory to win or a 4-2 to tie. At 
the end of an hour of play, it looked 
very bad for Texas: Dick Davis had 
beaten Kamrath 6-1, 6-0, Giammalva 
had just lost the second set to Matt 
Murphy, and Russo had lost the first 
set to Rudy Benavides.

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Coach Wilmer Allison’s University of Texas team, headed up by the nation’s No. 9 
ranking Sammy Giammalva, dominated the Southwest Conference and upset Tulane’s 
long string of victories.

They also beat Texas (the Southwest 
Conference champs), Tulane (the 
Southeastern Conference winners) and 
Houston (the Missouri Valley Con- 
ference winners) . . .

5 singles and the No. 3 doubles, Ron 
Holmberg and Crawford Henry were 
the No. 1 and No. 2 freshmen.

25 YEARS AGO

Sidney Wood, the fragile, blonde and very young 


American, won the Wimbledon title over his com- 
patriot, Frank Shields, when the latter had to default 
because of an injury sustained in his semi-final match 
against Borotra. Shields reached the finals in his first 
attempt (Wood had played at Wimbledon as a young- 
ster in 1927 and 1928). It was the first time the Wim- 
bledon title had been won in a walk-over and Wood 
became the youngest winner ever (he is 19). Johnny 
Van Ryn and George Lott took the doubles over 
Cochet and Brugnon while, in an all-German women’s 
singles final, Cilly Aussem beat Hilda Krahwinkel. 
* * 1 

Nigel Sharpe pulled one of the major Wimbledon 
upsets by beating Henri Cochet, 6-1, 6-3, 6-2. Said 
one correspondent about the latter’s defeat: “We can 
all recall the fifth round debacle of last year when 
Cochet mooned his way dreamily, and almost dole- 
fully, through three sets with Allison and never looked 
like winning one of them. Today he has irritated us 
with a similar and rather worse exhibition of inepti- 
tude. He has recently had an illness. Let us therefore 
be charitable and assume that his congenital liability 
to fits of laziness had been increased thereby.” Sharpe 
later went out to England’s Pat Hughes while an- 
other countryman, Fred Perry, accounted for Ger- 
many’s Gottfried Von Cramm. Perry went out in the 
semi-finals to Wood while compatriot Bunny Austin 
went out to Shields after having held match point in 
the fourth set! 
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The Wimbledon women’s singles was full of upsets. 
First Dorothy Round beat Spain’s two-time finalist, 
Lili de Alvarez. Kitty McKane Godiree, champion in 
1924 and 1926, attempted a comeback after a lengthy 
absence owing to ill health but found her way barred 
by Helen Jacobs. Anna Harper, the losing finalist at 
Forest Hills to Betty Nuthall, lost out again to Betty, 
this time before the King and Queen. Helen Jacobs 
scored easily over Nuthall, then lost out to the tall, 
ungainly but superb Hilda Krahwinkel. The all-Ger- 
man final between Krahwinkel and Aussem was de- 
scribed by one reporter as follows: 

“Perhaps unfortunately I am quite incapable of 
damning people with faint praise. I prefer to say quite 
candidly that this was one of the feeblest finals Wim- 
bledon has witnessed for many years. Frl. Aussem is a 
definitely much better player than Frl. Krahwinkel. 
She proved it by the way in which she won the first 
set. Then, inexplicably, because there was nothing 
whatever wrong with her shots, she suddenly switched 
over to the pawky game on which Frl. Krahwinkel 
thrives. Why will these women do it? While this was 
going on we had the unusual spectacle of people leav- 
ing the stands in quite appreciable numbers while a 
Wimbledon final was on, preferring tea to pat-ball.”

The Greenbrier had some 500 entries in their 3rd 
annual Greenbrier Employees tournament. There were 
entrants from almost every department of the hotel—

Bill Tilden, seeded only second, won the U. S. Pro- 
fessional Championships at the West Side Club by 
crushing Vinnie Richards in the final. Richards and 
Howard Kinsey came from behind to win a five set 
doubles over Tilden and Frank Hunter. The attend- 
ance was disappointing: the galleries on Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday never exceeded a few hundred 
people, although on Saturday and Sunday attendance 
was between 3500 and 4000 each day. Karel Kozeluh 
beat Frank Hunter in a four set quarter-finals played 
on a wet, slippery Stadium court. At the same time, 
Tilden was taking on Emmett Pare on the clubhouse 
court. Every seat on the verandah was taken, and the 
standees arranged themselves around the fences at 
either end of the court. These spectators provided a 
poor background for the ball and, at Tilden’s request, 
they were ordered back from the baselines and can- 
vas backdrops were set up. Tilden beat Kinsey in one 
semi-final while Richards accounted for Kozeluh in 


their fourth meeting.

This month a superb Ellsworth Vines won the Na- 
tional Clay Courts over Keith Gledhill, then lost to 
Keith in the finals of Agawam Hunt, beat Doeg in 
five sets at Seabright, and repeated his five set vic- 
tory over Doeg at Longwood...

John Murio 
defeated Phil Neer at Del Monte, while Patsy McCoy 
fell an easy prey to Marian Hunt in the women’s 
event ... Sympathy was extended to D. Keedy Camp- 
bell, vice president of Lowe and Campbell, on the 
death of his wife, Dorothy Cowan Campbell, following 


a major operation.

Great Britain defeated the United States 3-2 in the 
Davis Cup Interzone Final. Bunny Austin beat Sidney 
Wood, 7-5 in the fourth set. Shields then evened the 
score by defeating Fred Perry in straight sets. The 
U. S., took a 2-1 lead when Lott and Van Ryn beat 
Perry and Pat Hughes in the doubles. On the final 
day, England won the last two singles: Perry beat 
Wood in four sets and Austin beat Shields in three 
... France then retained the Cup over the challengers, 
3-2. Henri Cochet won both his singles against Austin 
and Perry, but the two Englishmen both beat Borotra. 
France had won the doubles when Cochet-Brugnon 
beat Hughes-Kingsley, and Cochet’s third day victory 
over Perry in four sets gave France the Tie. 
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Berkeley Bell and Dr. Irving Epstein were traveling 
to White Sulphur Springs to play in the Mason and 
Dixon Championships. Between them they were carry- 
ing some 20 rackets, the medico’s share being a modest 
two or three. They stopped in the business section of 
Roanoke for refreshment, and their car, loaded with 
rackets, was perceived by a suspicious policeman. As 
he questioned Bell and Epstein, his suspicions deep- 
ened. “Call Howard Voshell at White Sulphur Springs 
and he’ll tell you who we are,” said Bell. The officer 
phoned and was told by Voshell and several other 
players, “Berkeley Bell? Dr. Epstein? We never heard 
of them!” The two travellers were thereupon taken to 
jail and were not released until 10 p.m. that evening.

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Alex Olmedo, the promising young 
Peruvian who has spent his last two 
years in Southern California polishing 
up his game, is shown here executing 
the flat service. Unfortunately, the first 
part of this sequence is missing, for the 
beginning of the service action is im- 
portant in gaining a smooth rhythm 
without any hitch. Most good players 
like to start with their racket held in 
front of them and rather high. Some 
touch the balls to the racket face while 
others cradle the racket in the left 
hand, which also holds the balls. 
Coaches recommend some _ beginning 
stance with the racket held high, for 
it enables the server to establish a 
rhythm between both arms, the back- 
swing of one arm being coordinated 
with the toss of the other. 

Of course many natural athletes who 
are self-taught have faults in technique, 
but they overcome these through co- 
ordination, body balance and a great 
deal of practice which grooves them in 
a set style. This gives them the precision 
which is the mark of a finished player. 
Olmedo still gives the impression of 
being in the formative stage and I think 
he has yet to develop his finished style. 
By “finished” I mean “grooved”—in

THE FIRST SERVICE

his approach, his style, his precision 
and in every facet of his game. 

In the first picture of this sequence, 
the technical defect in the beginning 
of Olmedo’s serve is apparent. However, 
it is not too important in the action to 
follow. The backswing is too far along 
relative to the toss, which is just be- 
ginning. Otherwise this stage of the 
serve is normal with regard to stance, 
body position and angle, and weight 
distribution. Another highly technical 
point is that Olmedo’s left arm is more 
extended at the beginning than some 
coaches would like it to be. The average 
player keeps his left arm closer to the 
body at the beginning and shot-puts 
the ball into the air rather than swing- 
ing it upward with an extended arm. 
This may seem like a minor point, but 
it is important in gaining precision on 
the toss. Olmedo’s ability enables him 
to use the wide-open toss without harm 
to the ensuing action, but it is certainly 
not the preferred method of putting 
the ball into the air. 

The second frame is the start of the 
good-looking action which characterizes 
the remainder of Olmedo’s serve. The 
ball is tossed over his right eye, denot- 
ing that he will not put a pronounced 








twist on the serve. The toss arm prac- 
tically points to the ball. Perhaps the 
racket head is slightly open for this 
stage of the backswing, but again Ol- 
medo can get away with it. Usually 
the racket face remains in a line with 
the arm until the end of the backswing 
has been reached and the arm has begun 
to move forward. But here his wrist 
is open in a foreshortened backswing 
action. 

The whole impression of this series 
is that Olmedo has a free-swinging, 
roundhouse, open action in contrast to 
the bunched-in, contained style of many 
precision artists. This is shown in the 
extended toss arm, the early break in 
the wrist, the pronounced knee action 
and the bent back. It is obviously an 
untaught service for the flourishes are 
distinctly his own. He crouches and 
springs like a cat, and the result is a 
powerful, flat hit. 

The knee action is most obvious in 
the third frame before the hit. He gets 
down farther than most, although all 
good players use knee action for power. 
In Frame 4, his knees are straight, his 
body has shot up and he has pivoted 
his entire body before the actual hit. 
Once again this form is in contrast 
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to the stance of the average player who 
would not yet have pivoted his body. 
The wrist straightens for power in the 
fifth frame and the body weight is 
leaning even farther forward. 
Footfault! Olmedo’s right foot touch- 
es the line at the moment of impact. 
If he were following this ball into 
net, his right foot would be in the 
air and, even if it were over the line, 
it would not be a footfault. However, 
it is a flat serve and Olmedo is going 
to stay on the baseline. Alex drags this 
foot in contrast to the usual swinging 
limb, even on stationary serves. The 
hit is good: the arm is pretty straight 
and he makes good use of his height. 
The wrist starts to cock forward on 
the seventh frame and continues on into 
the eighth. This emphasizes once again 
that the wrist snap is the heart of the 
serve. He follows through normally and 
stops his weight on the forward foot. 


Tips For Service 


The Stance. When serving in the 
forehand court, stand as close to the 
center service line as possible. The feet 
should be spread a foot io a foot and 
a half and the body position is roughly 
sideways to the net. The toes of both 
feet are pointing slightly away from 
the body. In serving to the backhand 
court, one can move away from the 
center service line, but in no case should 
the stance ever be more than halfway 
toward the sideline in singles. 

The Grip. The racket is held with 
the backhand grip, the emphasis being 
on spread fingers. Your control is in- 
creased when your fingers are pretty 
evenly spread. Don’t use the forehand 
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grip for service. It will prevent you 
from getting any spin or wrist action. 
The first time you use the correct grip, 
you will find that the ball whips well 
over to your left. Try tossing the ball 
a little farther to the right, and you 
will be surprised how quickly you find 
the court. 

The Toss. Cradle the racket throat 
very gently in the fingers of the left 
hand. If the right wrist is normal and 
the racket head is tilted at a slight 
upward angle, then your left arm will 
be slightly bent and this left wrist will 
also be natural (not cocked or bent). 
The ball is held in the tips of the fin- 
gers and not in the palm of the hand. 
You will simply straighten the left arm 
and the ball will not leave the fingers 
until the arm is fully extended. This 
means you are placing the ball with 
maximum control. The importance of 
the toss cannot be overemphasized. It 
must be placed in the same spot every 
time unless you alternate spin with flat 
serve. I advocate tossing the ball well 
to the right of the body for you must 
master the basic slice service before 
trying the flat or twist delivery. 

The Backswing. Both arms move to- 
gether in a rhythmic swing. The left 
arm, as I said before, slowly straightens, 
while the right arm moves back like a 
pendulum, the wrist being natural (not 
cocked) at all times until this arm is 
at a 45° angle behind the back. Then 
the elbow bends and the forearm comes 
up. The elbow actually gets above 
shoulder level and the wrist is broken 
so that the racket head scratches the 
back. At no time does the swing ever 
stop, for the whole action is one con- 


tinuous motion. The racket head and 
wrist will now snap forward just as 
though you were to throw the racket 
in the opposite court. The right arm 
stretches straight upward and meets 
the ball at the top of the toss. In the 
slice service, the racket comes across 
the right side of the ball and the follow- 
through ends up on the left side of 
the body. 

Tennis Bogies. Don’t allow your body 
to bend forward before or during the 
toss. The forward motion does not 
start until the end of the backswing. 
Your weight is on your back foot until 
your racket and body move forward 
on the hit. Don’t throw the ball too 
high. There is no point in halting the 
rhythm of the swing while waiting for 
the ball to come down. All the way 
through the toss, both arms move at 
the same rate of speed. The right arm 
does not speed up until the forward 
motion of the hit. 

If you are having trouble with your 
body weaving uncontrollably—i.e., your 
chest moves forward and your hips 
move back at the same time—you can 
correct this common weakness by keep- 
ing the body absolutely stiff and motion- 
less throughout the entire stroke, for 
you can always learn to put your weight 
into the stroke later. Don’t rock on the 
toss. 

Don’t cheat and let your grip slip 
back to the forehand. Don’t cock your 
wrist at any time during the start or 
the backswing. Make sure your racket 
scratches your back. You are hitting 
a stationary ball and you can master 
the stroke if you will give it careful 
thought and a lot of practice.

THE FRENCH CHAMPIONSHIPS 


Lew Hoad Overcomes Sven Davidson, Althea Gibson Upsets 
Angela Mortimer, Perry-Candy Beat Hoad-Cooper In Doubles 


The 1956 French Championships were 
marked by a few upsets, a few near 
upsets, the appearance of a new tennis 
generation, and the heart-warming 
spectacle of a few “veterans” showing 
their younger opponents how tennis 
should be played. Lew Hoad confirmed 
his newly attained status as the world’s 
best amateur and Althea Gibson con- 
tinued her European winning streak by 
annexing another title. 

Lew Hoad was, of course, the sen- 
sation of the tournament. He hits the 
ball with the frightening power of a 
truck barrelling down a hill. His 
nickname, “The Truck Driver”, is an 
apt one, and his opponents could well

be likened to sports cars, Fords, Chev- 
vies, a Cadillac or two and many jeeps. 
He possesses lightning reflexes and he 
has incorporated into his game a cer- 
tain amount of finesse, as demonstrated 
in his lob volleys and drop shots. 

His closest shave on the way to 
the championship came from Robert 
Abdesselam, who is no longer con- 
sidered enough of a threat to be includ- 
ed on the French Davis Cup team. 
Perhaps the young Australian did not 
take his opponent too seriously, but 
the fact remains that he was in serious 
difficulties until the final set when the 
“ancient veteran” (French newspaper- 
men refer to all players as veterans 


the moment they reach 30) began to 
feel his lack of competitive play over 
the past few years. The match was 
played on Court No. 2, which is fast 
becoming known as the court of upsets. 

The same court was the scene of 
another great match in which spectators 
had the chance to watch some truly 
superb shotmaking. The “old and crafty 
veteran” of the early post-war years, 
Josef Asboth of Hungary, fought it 
out against Denmark’s No. 1, Kurt 
Nielsen. The issue was in doubt right 
up to the end, with Asboth leading 4-2 
in the final set. For spectator pleasure, 
this was one of the best matches of the 
tournament, the perfect footwork, 
fluidity of stroke and superb passing 
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shots of Asboth being pitted against the 
superior strength and facile racket of 
Nielsen. 

Nicola Pietrangeli beat Luis Ayala 
in what was considered to be a slight 
upset. Ayala is a very good player in- 
deed, but what a player is this Pietran- 
geli! Only his peculiar temperament 
keeps him from being at the top. He 
once explained that he preferred to win 
a match in five sets rather than in three 
because it was more interesting that 
way! With this attitude anything can 
happen, but he undoubtedly has the 
greatest potential in Europe today. 

Paul Remy, at 33, pulled off one of 
the major surprises by eliminating Art 
Larsen. For some inexplicable reason, it 
is almost impossible not to pull for Art 
when he plays. This match was no 
exception, even though the French quite 
naturally wanted Remy to win. The 
latter played extremely well, but one of 
the worst line decisions anyone has 
ever seen, occurring at point for Larsen 
to draw even with Remy at 6-all in the 
fourth set, was a decisive factor in the 
outcome. Larsen kept on trying with 
that rather pathetic “last ditch stand”

Young Ashley Cooper played a very 
good tournament, reaching the semi- 
finals and making a good impression on 
all. His only weakness seems to be in 
his volley and his inability to move fast. 
Beppe Merlo, always a threat and a 
great favorite with the crowds, beat 
Remy in a great five set match, only to 
lose to Hoad’s superior hitting power 
in the semis. Herb Flam also played 
well at Paris. He beat “le vieux Drob”, 
then lost to big Sven Davidson, whose 
incredible reach and court coverage 
make him a very tough customer on 
hard courts. 

Sven did the best he could in the final 
against Hoad. He led 4-1 in the first 
set and had he taken it, he might have 
made a closer fight out of the remainder 
of the match. As it stood, he seemed 
just a little submerged by Hoad’s in- 
credible power and reflexes. Lew was 
the more confident of the two, and many 
feel that Jenny, his wife, deserves a

The women’s singles was notable for 
the continuance of Althea Gibson’s 
winning streak.

It is unlike Dottie to let go of 
such a big lead, but there are many 
inexplicable happenings in tennis. Bux- 
ton is an improved player, although she 
is a made and not a natural one. She 
does everything with precision and de- 
serves praise for the work she has put 
into her game. 

The prettiest women’s singles of the 
meeting was played on a back court 
between Suzy Koermoczi of Hungary 
and America’s Darlene Hard.

Jenny, a lefty, actually played 
the better tennis, but Angela had the 
edge in stamina. 

The women’s final started off as a 
dull, one-way Gibson affair—Mortimer 
could do nothing right and Althea 
nothing wrong. The tide slowly turned 
in the second set, and Mortimer began 
to play herself into the match. Althea 
has become far less erratic and her 

overhead equipment is quite formidable. 
It is to Angela’s credit that she never 
stopped trying, even when the cards 
looked hopelessly stacked against her. 

The men’s doubles, won by the upset 
team of Bob Perry and Don Candy 
over favored Hoad and Cooper, pro- 
vided few thrills. Perry’s backhand re- 
turn of serve and his service were 
excellent. Candy has quietly been stack- 
ing up good performances in Europe 
and is always a player to be reckoned 
with. Cooper was way off his game, and 
one feels somehow that he and Hoad 
do not complement each other too well. 

The women’s doubles was won by 
Gibson and Buxton over Hard and 
Knode. It was a good match, with some 
startling net play by Gibson and Hard. 

There are many who pooh-pooh the 
mixed doubles as a game of little 
interest, but there is a great deal of 
science involved and it can be an ex- 
tremely pleasant spectacle. The mixed

The Greatest Aussie 


The greatest player ever to come out of Australia was, to 
my mind, Jack Crawford. He was a champ when the com- 
petition consisted of Perry, Cramm, Austin, Vines, Allison, 
Shields, Wood, Lott, Stoefen, Grant, Sutter, Mangin, Bell, 
Doeg and a few dozen other headliners. To prove how good 
he was, he was just one set away from winning the four 
major titles of the world. He had won Australia, France 
and Wimbledon and he was leading Fred Perry two sets 
to one at Forest Hills. Then he got one of his frequent 
asthmatic attacks. He had found that the quickest way to 
alleviate the asthma was to sip some spirits—namely, 
brandy—every few games. In this match the brandy was 
either ineffectual or too effective, for he lost the next two 
sets, 6-0, 6-1. 

Crawford had the most beautiful strokes in the game 
for sheer rhythm and grace. Both Vines and I felt that he 
hit a heavier ball than any other player, which was amazing 
since he really didn’t take a slash at the ball. He was also 
quite a wonderful guy—easy-going, charming, quiet, with 
a nice sense of humor. 

I was fascinated by the way in which he hit his forehand. 
It was so beautiful and easy that it looked as though he

were hitting in slow motion. I was then undergoing the pains 
of trying to learn a new forehand, and I was particularly 
impressed with the ease with which he managed the shot. 
I remember many occasions when I would hit to his fore- 
hand and approach net, only to have Jack pass me cleanly. 
I commented to him that the shot was so beautiful I really 
didn’t mind watching it go by me. It got-to be a running gag 
with us. Every time he passed me with a forehand, he’d pick 
up my remark and yell across the net: 

“T know. It’s such a beautiful shot that you don’t mind my 
passing you with it!” 

The only time we got involved in a big match was my 
first year on the Davis Cup team, 1935, when we played the 
Aussies in Philadelphia. Jack was then No. 2 in the world. 
Fred Perry was No. 1, Cramm was No. 3 and I was un- 
ranked. We played the second match, Wilmer Allison hav- 
ing lost to Adrian Quist in the first. It was 105° that day, 
and our match lasted four hours and 10 minutes. I beat him 
13-11 in the fifth. 

I had won the first two sets quite easily, and I thought to 
myself, “I’ve got this fellow. I won’t make any mistakes and 
I'll play carefully from now on.” So I eased up and stopped 
playing so aggressively. Crawford thereupon took control 
of the match and ran me ragged. He won the next two sets 
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and was leading 5-3, 30-15, on his own serve in the fifth. At 
this point we had a long knock-down and drag-out rally. 
Crawford ended up at net hitting a backhand volley down 
the line to my forehand. In desperation I threw up a weak 
lob. It was just weak enough to be awkward for him to 
handle, for he debated momentarily whether to twist around 
and smash it on his forehand or to make a high backhand 
smash out of it. He decided on the latter. 

I was a dead duck because he had position on me. I 
figured my only chance was to fake my next move. I made 
a dash for the backhand side, then stopped, hoping he would 
hit to the spot from which I had just come. Fortunately he 
did, which excited me no end, but I was faced with the fact 
that I was holding my racket with my backhand grip and 
had no time to change. I scooped the ball with the wrong 
grip on the forehand side. The ball sailed down the line, 
inches from Crawford’s racket. I believe this was the crucial 
point of the match, for Crawford then served a double fault 
and I won the next point to break his serve. From there on 
it was just a question of time. 

I finally reached match point and came to net on Craw- 
ford’s forehand, which I loved so dearly. As usual, the ball 
passed me cleanly, but to my elation it was two inches out. 
The match was over! As soon as the ball hit the ground, I 
buckled up with such severe leg cramps that they would 
have necessitated my default had his passing shot been in. 
I hopped up to net on one leg to shake hands with Jack, 
one arm around Captain Pate for support. Then, as I was 
being helped off the court, I heard a murmur from the 
gallery. I turned around and saw that Crawford had just 
fainted cold! I don’t know how Jack felt later, but I lost 


ten pounds in that match.

A Spectacular Point 

The greatest single shot I have ever seen in tennis was hit 
by Bitsy Grant. He made it at match point against him in the 
fourth set, and I was the bewildered observer on the opposite 
side of the net. We were playing at Forest Hills on a slip- 
pery, wet court. On match point, I hit a backhand cross- 
court, approached net and, to my joy, saw Bitsy turn to 
run for the ball, slip, fall to his knees and lose his racket. 
“I’ve won,” I thought. I threw my racket in the air and 
stood ready to shake his hand. Then, to my horror, I saw 
Bitsy crawl three or four steps forward on his knees, reach 
for his racket and, still on his knees, make a feeble swipe 
at the ball. He hit a complete set-up right to me! There I 
stood, without a racket, a dozen thoughts going through my 
mind, mostly reflections on my own stupidity. 1 hadn’t 
given up hope and thought perhaps I could still run back, 
retrieve my racket and win the point. Unfortunately my toss 
was too powerful and the distance too great. I had to settle 
for hitting the ball back with my bare hand. 

The score was now deuce. I lost that game and then the 
set. It then began to rain and the match was called at two 
sets apiece. I felt I had been deprived of what would have 
been my best victory to date. I didn’t sleep a wink that night 
—but I did win the match the next day at 6-3. 


The Strangest Final 

The big, Czech, Roderick Menzel, a 6 4” 230-pound 
mountain of a man, would certainly have won no popularity 
contest. He offended the Aussies by referring to their courts 
as “cow pastures,” he was disliked by his fellow Europeans, 
and he antagonized his own countrymen by changing 
nationalities. He came over to the States one year and 
quickly reaffirmed his controversial position in tennis. When 
this huge hulk of a player held a racket in his hand, it 
looked like a toothpick. He was so powerful that he could 
hit his backhand with an Eastern forehand grip and still 
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pummel the ball. A further facet of this strange personality 
was his poetical side: he wore his hair long in the back and 
he quoted verses, often his own. 

We met in the finals of the Pacific Southwest Champion- 
ships. In the middle of the second set he felt hungry, so he 
ordered a club sandwich and proceeded to eat it in between 
points, He resembled Harry James blowing his trumpet, his 
cheeks puffing way out as though he had a matzoh ball in 
each one. 

I was leading two sets to one when Menzel announced 
to Perry Jones that he was retiring. 

Said Mr. Jones: “Why, of course. You have ten minutes 
and I’m sure you'll come out refreshed.” 

“You misunderstand me,” said Menzel. “I am retiring. 
Defaulting, as you say in your language.” 

“You can’t do that,” said Jones. “It’s too fine a match, 
and there’s more good tennis to follow.” 

“But of course I can default. I’m tired and I have doubles 
matches to follow, and I want to do justice to my partners.” 

Mr. Jones then reminded Menzel that he was one of the 
world’s best players, that he had played in all the big 
tournaments and that he should not be too tired to play a 
five set singles. But Menzel refused to acquiesce: 

“Let me put it simply. Who do you think is the better 
player—me or Budge?” 

Mr. Jones replied afer a moment’s hesitation. “If you 
want me to be honest, Don Budge.” 

Menzel then said, “You are so right. That is exactly the 
way I feel, so why should I continue? Please announce to 
the crowd that I am retiring.”

An Honest Man 

The first year I went overseas as an auxiliary member of 
the Davis Cup team, it was thought that the two singles 
matches would be played by either Wilmer Allison, Sidney 
Wood or myself. The night before the team was to be 
selected to play Germany, Sidney went to the Captain and 
said: “Inasmuch as Wilmer is playing better than I and 
Don is playing better than either of us, | ought to drop out 
and Don should have my place.” 

Sidney’s honesty with himself showed up again two 
weeks later, just before we were to play the Challenge 
Round against England. This time Sidney was playing better 
than Wilmer and he suggested that he play in Allison’s 
place. He didn’t, but he said what he thought, just as he had 


done earlier. ,

A Witty Remark 

One day Frankie Parker and Bobby Riggs were practicing 
at the Los Angeles Tennis Club. A group of the “regulars”— 
Johnny Faunce, Gene Mako, Ed Woodall, Dick Dorso, 
Wayne Sabin, and myself—were watching.

The others whose names 
will be enshrined on the honor roll 
are William A. Larned (deceased), 
Dwight F. Davis (deceased), Hol- 
combe Ward, Beals C. Wright, and 
William C. Clothier. They were all 
winners of the National Singles and 
members of Davis Cup Challenge 
Round teams ... When Lew Hoad 
was asked what post-war players 
he considered to be the best, he 
named Frank Sedgman, Dick Savitt, 
Budge Patty, Jaroslav Drobny and 
Art Larsen. He omitted Jack 
Kramer and Pancho Gonzales be- 
cause he had never seen them play, 
and he deliberately left out Tony 
Trabert and Ken Rosewall because 
he felt the five players he named, 
when playing their best, could beat 
them.

Biggest sensation of the early sea- 
son has been Althea Gibson, who 
has been written up in the last few 
weeks by many of the national 
magazines. Her career began on the 
sidewalks of Harlem when she be- 
gan to play Paddle Tennis. After 
four years of scattered tournaments

BOOK REVIEW 


Rackets, Squash-Rackets, Tennis, 
Fives and Badminton. Edited by 
Lord Aberdare. 328 pp. The Country- 
man Press. $5.00. 


Volume XVI of the Lonsdale Library 
is a fine instructional book on Rackets, 
Squash-Rackets, Court Tennis, Fives 
and Badminton. Its British authors, all 
experts, have provided diagrams and 
photographs to illustrate their texts. 
Each writer takes the reader step by step 
along the road from beginner to 
champion. Glossaries and rules are also 
included. 

In England these indoor games are 
far more popular than in this country, 
with the exception of Squash-Rackets 
and, perhaps, badminton, and therefore 
this volume might not appeal to Ameri- 
cans unless they actually play one or 
more of these games. The book is also 
devoid of any anecdotes or discussions 
of contemporary players. Although it 
was published in 1951, some of the 
technical material is somewhat dated. 
The Court Tennis chapter, for example, 
might have been written ten, twenty or 
fifty years ago, although the modern 
game, especially the doubles game, has 
changed considerably during the past 
few years. 

But these criticisms are minor and 
Lord Aberdare, the editor, is to be con- 
gratulated on a very readable and ac-

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THE ENGLISH TOURNAMENTS

Hurlingham 

The amazing fifteen-year old, Chris- 
tine Truman, showed that her recent 
tournament successes were no mere 
flukes when she carried off the women’s 
singles title on the beautiful grounds of 
the Hurlingham Club in London. 

To reach the final, where she defeated 
holder Pat Hird 6-3, 7-9, 6-2, Christine 
had several tough fights against very 
experienced opposition. In the final, as 
in all her other matches, Christine’s 
driving was the decisive factor. She 
swept to 5-1 in the first set with little 
difficulty, then lost two set points. Hird 
caught up to 5-3 before Christine fi- 
nally took the set. The latter forced the 
pace again in the second and led 5-3. 
Then Hird began to take Christine’s 
driving in stride and made some ex- 
cellent returns which clipped the base- 
line. Christine, when pressed, began to 
make errors and continually drove 
beyond the baseline. After a ding-dong 
battle, Pat took the set 9-7. 

But this effort seemed to take all the 
fight out of her. In the final set Chris- 
tine went quickly to victory, 6-2, win- 
ning on the third match point with a 
superb lob over Pat’s head. 

The men’s singles event, in which the 
entire British Davis Cup team was 
playing, brought plenty of surprises. 
The winner was John Barrett, the one 
man not included in the team. He de- 
feated Roger Becker in an unusual 
final, 6-2, 1-6, 6-4. In the first set, 
Becker could do nothing right and 
Barrett, serving well, took a 5-0 lead 
and then clinched the set at 6-2. Posi- 
tions were completely reversed in the 
second set and Becker, running for 
everything he could possibly reach, 
holed out at 6-1. Again the match turned 
in Barrett’s favor and he took a 4-1 
lead in the final set.

Knight, showing no trace 
of his usual form, was soundly beaten 
6-4, 6-3. Oakley went out in the semi- 
finals to Barrett. Mike Davies won 
through to the semi-finals where he 
became Becker’s victim after a tight 
three-set struggle. The fourth member 
of the team, Bobby Wilson, who is now 
in the R. A. F., was forced to scratch 
after playing only one match when he 
was forbidden any further leave.
